The North American Lumber 
Company, largest firm of its kind in the town, were unwilling 
to bid under any arrangement owing to former commitments 
and the uncertain labour situation. Another builder, not 
named, was indifferent and unimpressive: and it was felt 
unwise to attempt to negotiate with hin. 


The Smith Construction Company, successors to John 
East estate, offer to undertake the work on a cost plus ten 
per cent basis.

On my way to the Pur Conference at Fort William 
this week 1 called at the Fort Frances Residential School, 
Port Frances. I was speaking to Father te Varennes, Principal 
of the School and he advised me that he had on hand a pump, 
air compressure, storage tanks and a gasoline engine, which 
would be suitable for pumping water at one of our other schools. 
These items are no longer of any use at this school as the 
water works system has been installed in the town of Fort Frances. 


Indian Affairs. 


The water situation at Sandy Bay is more or less a 
source of trouble and eventually we wili have to put ina water 
system from the lake. Would it be possible to transfer the 
equipment on hand at the Fort Frances School to the Sandy Bay 
School? Same couli be put into storage until such time as we 
are able to have water put in from the lake. I1 feel that this 
shouli be placed in this year's estimates and proceeded with 
next year. The present system at the Sandy y School is not 
satisfactory if a fire occurred. 


If the transfer is recommended the equipment conld 
be shipped to Amaranth, Manitoba, a distance of three miles from 
Sandy Bay Residential School. Please advise if you approve of 
the above.

However, due to the inferior design of the old 
refrigerating space, in which it was necessary to use the 
space as a combination cooler and pantry, necessitating 
frequent opening of the entrance door, it can be taken 
for granted that the compressor unit was called upon to 
provide a rugged service.

For the last 15 years, the Department has rented 

a tract of land on the Reserve, west of the railroad, for 
the use of the School, The lease expires on July 15th, 1931, 


Thies land has served us wonderfully well as a 
pasture, There is abundant feed for what cattle we have, and 
being well treed, it is a protection against thé intense 
heat of summer as well as against flies. 


What land the School has besides the above mentioned 
tract, is barely sufficient for our winter supply of hay and 
oats, so that if we were to lose this rented land, we would 
be forced to use our own land for pasture and consequently 
buy all our feed for winter. 


The School has already spent a fair amount for 
improvements on this land, Last year we had to put up @ new 
fence, the old one having been destroyed by bush fire, 


Furthermore this land is practically useless to the 
people of the Reserve, and will be so for quite a few years 
to come, Most homes are already built and a great number of 
these are at Frog Creek, about three miles from the School. 
We have,,however offered those who wished it, to build their 
homes on the higher levels of this tract of land, There are 
a few good locations that would be well protected from rising 
waters in the spring, but so far none have accepted this 
offer, which gives further proof of the uselessness of this 
land to them,

These sisters 
devote their entire life to the teaching and maintenance 
of the children and the schools, and have had to suffer 
much privation for the want of the necessary articles of 
life. Their endeavors deserve consideration. Last 
year tw sisters died. The superior,Mother Francis, died 
of pneumonia, which she contr@ ted no doubt by the stronuous 


labors and anxiety she was forced to undergo and the cold

that section of the country and ren@ere@_a vory valuable 
public service. Circumstances have much changed in the 
last fow years. Thure are not only several lines of stean- 
ers running to Port William from Canadian ports, tut a 
Americen lines of steamers, and there are now two railways 
traversing the country - in fact three railways, as the Port 
Arthur, Duluth & Western, though managed by the Canadian 
Northern, is a separate line, and there will soon be another 
line traversing another section of the country, vis.: the 
G.T.P, all of which makes commnicatign much easier than 
heretofpre. This is evidenced by the large increase in the 
mumber of pupils attending the sehool, which is now 6 or 

7 times greaterm them formerly. Besides the price of evary- 
thing has gone up. Food, clothing, boots and shoes and labor 
hm inoveased; so that the $500 is altogether inadequate for 
the support of the school and out of psoportion with grants 
to other schools of a similar character. The average number 
of boarders in the school for mayy years has been from 35 te 


40, sometimes 45. If the mmber of boarders be taken at 40 
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new there was some industrial instruction, I find upon 

looking over my correspondence that it is claimed that it is 
not only a boarding school, mt an industrial school. Just 

what instruction is given I am unable at the present moment 


to state. I also find that the school management claim to 
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have made application two years ago for a pew capita grant 
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and that nothing has as yet been definitely determined as 
regards the matter. I am also informed that Bishop O'Connor 


of Peterboro made an application on pehalf of this school 
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some time ago. That it has not been dealt with may be due 
to the fact that Mr. sifton, who was then the Minister, has 
been absent a good deal this year. However, it is important 
that the matter be now dealt with.

the justice of our petition and promised to support 
it. Bishop O'Connor has made a strong application, but never 
received more than the acknowledgement of his letter. It my 
be due to the fact that Hon. Sifton has been away @ great part 
of that time. But as some friends suggested to me that @ur 
petition should be presented to the Dept or Committee through 
your medium. Although quite a stranger to you I feel confident 
that I have found the right way of presenting our petition 
if you take it in your hands. Excuse me for the lengthy ex- 
planation of our case but I thought it was not out of place to 
understand it better 
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peing sufficient. One of those tunskexr Sisters has been teach 
ing the same class for 12 years, the other for 7 or 8 years, 
put they never touch a cent of tneir salary it all goes to 
support the house. But I ask you is it fair to expect the 
Sisters not only to devote their lives for tie instruction of 


the Indians, but also to be always under the paivation of tie 
most necessary articles of 11f@) Last year we lost two sisters 


fhe Superior Mother Francis died with pneumonia that she con~ 
tracted no doubt from the cold she suffered in her room euring 
that severe winter when the blankets woulda be found sticking 
by frost to the wall, and the reason was that they could not 
afford to hire a man to take care of the furnaces. The other 
014 sr.Matilda who had been in the school for 16 being the 
senior Sister took charge of the house at the death of Mother 
Prancis. She had been laid up herself for nearly 6 weeke pre- 
viously. When an epidemic of typhoid fever broke out in the 
school she was the cook of the house, had to act as Superior 
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of the school and find time to nurse the patients as the other 
Sisters. It was more than 4 robust health could bear. she 
took the fever herself when the pupils began to recover and 
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died after six days. The life of this other devoted Sister m 
might have been spared if they had means to hire nurses or at 
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least servante to neipthem. It would be too long to enumerate 
all the privations our Sisters have to suffer in order to be 
able to keep all the children who made application for admit— 
tance. 

The Fathers have until now supplied the school with 
milk, vegetables, and have been hauling the corawood, which 
this year amounts to 125 cords. The hauling is about 5 miles 
and it would cost them 4.00 a cord. ‘They use over 350 bushels 
of potatoes the year round and other vegetables in proportion. 
put most likely the Fathers will not be able to start a farm 
as the one we have now in the new location where the mission

Ae for the present Boarding Sohools buildings moat of 
which are situated on Indian Reserves they are in effect the property 
of the Department by reason of the location. As we know from entusk 
one of these Boarding Schools cost less than $100. 

4 ae the maintenance grant is really the most difficult 
for the Churches to meet as it is a constant drain on their resources, 
I am inclined to think that the per capita grant should be an even one 
to all denominations, and that we should undertake to place all the 
Boarding and Industrial Schools in a sanitary condition. These changes 
need not necessarily be made immediately, and their cost in any event 
should net be very large. To provide open air sleeping rooms for the 
pupils at the Peigan Reserve, by effective ma plans suggested by Inspr. 
Markle, coat about $800.00.

In reply to your letter of August 15th, 
regarding the death of John Wabas, I wish to say that 
in the early part of June he caught “German Measles", 
and in the absence of Doctor Gillie, we called in 
Doctor Arsneau, who pronounced that the children had a 
slight attack of*German Measles", and that the treatment 
was, to keep them in bed and warm for four or five days, 
which was donee As John did not seem to get strong, we 
again sent him to Doctor Gillie, who gave him a prescription 
for a tonic, but gave no order to send the boy to the Hospital, 
and as the Sister in charge of the boys says that the yea 
before he was ill, and Doctor, who was treating him, said the 
poy had a very weak chest.e When he went out home for the 
holidays, however, he gained up and returned to school in 
September feeling very much improved in health, and we 
naturally thought the same would be the case this yeare I did 
not send the boy home, he only left the School for the holidays 
as per the usual custom.

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I may say that there are several cases 
reported to me by the Missionary, Kev. J Couture 
as being unable to provide food for the children. 
If these children are sent to the Boarding School 
they are properly clothed, and fed. Unfortunately 
the blueberry crop upon which the Indians depend 
to purchuse supplies for the fall hunt was a 
total failure, as far as the Indians were con- 
cerned. This fact has caused a great deal of 
destitution.

In reply to your letter of the esorwie* 
file No. 9-11-1, with reference to the number of 
Indian children enrolled eat the St. Joseph's 
Boarding School, I wish to state that these children 
were brought to the Boarding School from various 
points where no schooling is available, during my 
absence in September. Duri the summer months the 
missionary and myself dneerviened the parents of these 
children who were living in destitute and unsanitary 
conditions, with a view to their sending them to the 
Boarding School. 


On my return to the office the Sister Superior 
communicated with me advising that 25 children over the 
quota allowed had been brought to the School. ‘The Sister 
requested that I inform the Department of the inary 
circumstances, stating that they would keep these children 
free of charge rather than turn them away, but would very 
much appreciate if some further grant could be allowed. 


In conclusion I may say the Boarding School is 
doing excellent work, and is very highly recommended by 
Mr. Greening, the School Inspector. I would recommend 
that the Boarding School be recompensed for the extra 
children above the quota.

153815~1), I beg to repeat the opinion which I expressed in 
that letter; vis: that a1] such grants towards the erection 

or repairs of buildings which are not erected or repaired under 
the direct control of some Department of the Goverment, should 
be specifically voted by Parliament. 

In your reply above referred to you state that this 
amount was inoluded in the item for schools in the supplement~ 
ary estimates of your Department, voted by Parliament; that 
is, I take it, in the supplementary sum of $3800 voted for 
schools during the session of 1905. It may be that the $1000 
in question was one of the paymente anticipated by you when 
you made up this estimate, but as the particular items making 
up this amount of $3800 were not submitted to Parliament, 
Parliament cannot be said to have specifically voted this 
grant. So far as the authorisation of Parliament went the ex- 
penditure of the amount thus voted was not limited in any way 
other than it was to be expended on Indian Schools. Kindly in 

future have all such grants specifically voted.

Mr. Cave has just returned from Fort 
William and he has taken up with us regarding an Extractor 
for your Laundry Department. 


We are very fortunate at this time in 
having an Extractor which we have recently taken out of the 
Gravelbourg College, Gravelbourg, Sask. This machine was 
taken out on account of its size, and had not been used any 
more than two or three months. ’ 


This is a 20" Extractor, similar to the 
cut enclosed and marked, As regards driving this Extractor, 
we have taken this matter up with our Engineering Department 
and the motor which you now have on your Washer is not 
sufficiently large enough to drive the Extractor as well as the 
Washer. Therefore, it would necessitate your getting a new motor 
and you could get one large enough about a 3 H.P., which would 
drive both the Extractor and Washer by having a belt from the 
motor up to the ceiling to the line shaft, then down to the 
Washerand Extractor. 


The Extractor and motor would cost you $450.00

Dear Sir:- 


I have two Indian youngsters 
named Deschamps and Michelson at St. “oseph's 
Orphanage, suffering from pneumonia following 
Whooping Cough. 


These youngsters were very 
ill, and as they could not get the required 
attention and care in the Boarding School I 
interviewed Mother Superior of 5t. Joseph's 
Hospital, and asked her if she would take them. 
As they had to be isolated she said she would do 
so providing the Department would pay for special 
nurses, as she didn't have any nurses she could 
spare to look after these cases. I took it upon 
myself after consulting with you to put on a day 
and night nurse. I think this was good judgment 
as these two youngsters are making rapid progress 
towards recovery and will be able to leave the 
Institution in a few days.

Three weeks ago, Percy Legarde, age 12, and John Wakates, 
age 11, left the playground of St. Joseph's “esidential School 
and just recently have been located at Dog Lake. The local 
police in Port Arthur and Fort William were immediately con- 
tacted and were not able to locate the childre. John Wakates' 

rents live at Dog Lake, some 40 or 50 miles northwest of 
ort Arthur and 1 was informed by a hunter that he had seen 
the two boys at the edge of Dog Lake. The only way of com- 
municating with the Wakates boy's father, who is a trapper 
at Log Lake, would be by dog team or plane, which would be 
very expensive. The Provincial Police informed me it did 
not come under their jurisdiction.
